1,  All  newly  employed,  faculty  members   should  report  to   the  Business  Office 
to   fil].  out  tax  exemption  and  PH-2  forms.      Since   the  September  pay- 
rolls have   already  been  prepared,    those  who   were  not   able   to   take 

care  of  this  until  corfiparativoly  late   in  the  month  should  know  that 
their  checks  for  September  will  not  re?ich  them  until  the  end  of 
October,      In  other  vrords,    both  their  September  atid  October  salaries 
will  be  placed  on  the  October  payroll, 

2,  All  faculty  members  between  the  ages  of  30  and  55   inclusive,   v;ho  are 
not  on  short  term  appointments,    are  expected  to  participa.te  in  the 
University  Retirement   Syatem.     Those  under  30  may  participate   if 

they  so   desire.      For  participation,    a  physical   examination   is   required. 
This  examination  should  be   scheduled  s,t  the   earliest  possible  moment 
through  the  Business  Office  and  the  University  Health  Service, 

3,  All  new  faculty  members   are  requested  to   leave  their  Car bond pie 
addresses   and  telephone  numbers  with  Mrs,   Pitkin  in   the  President's 
Office  at  their  earliest  convenience,

TEACHING  LOADS 

It  now  soens  obvious   that  all  of  the   facilities  of  the  University  will  be 
heavily  taxed  to   take  care  of  the  number  of  students  vJio  wish  to  enroll   during 
the  present   school  year.      As  a  result,    it  has  been  necessary  to   lengthen  the 
teaching  day,    and  to   make  use  of  evenings   and  Saturday     forenoons. 

It  seems   also   fairly  certain  novr  that  the  faculty  will  be  sonev/hat  under- 
staffed to   take  care  of  this  enrollment.      Therefore,    in  accordance  with  current 
practices  v^ich  have  been  ax^proved  by  the  North  Central  Association,    each  faculty 
member  v;ill  bo  e:cpected  to   carry  a  larger  teaching  load  during  the  present 
emergency.     Under  the  circumstances,    we  naturally  assume   that   this   is  acceptable 
to   each  member  of  the   staff,    but   if  there   are  any  who   desire  to   raise   questions 
about  their  loads,    they  are  asked  to   confer  v;ith  the  President. 

This    is  a  temporary  expediency  to   take  care  of  the  unusual  demands   now 
being  made  on  the  University.      A^  a  long  term  policy,   however,    v;e  favor 
adjusting  the   teaching  load  in  consideration  of  administrative  assignments, 
research,    graduate   teaching,    and  under   certain  conditioi:e  off  campus  teacliing. 
Any  reduction  in  the  normal   teaching  load  of  a  faculty  member  must  have   approval 
in  advance  from  the  Departmental   Chairman,    the   college  Dean,    and  the  President.

It   is  the  general  policy  of  the  University  to   encourage  research  and  to 
grant  time  and  finajiCial  aid  to   faculty  members  malcing  contributions   to  knov;- 
ledge,    more  particularly,   knowledpje  of  the  region  with  mich  ve  are  identified. 

All  vho  are   interested   in  obtaining  help  from  the  University  for  doing 
research  should  apply  for  blanks   for  research  grants   from  Dr.   Charles  D.   Tenney, 
Administrative  Assistant  to   the  President. 

These  apx^lications   will  receive   the  most   careful   consideration  from  Depart- 
mental Chairmen,    the  Deans,    tmd  the  Presidoat.     Aiy  requests  for  reduced 
teaching  loads   for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on   research  should  be  addressed 
directly  to   the  President, 

Daring  this  period  of  expanding  enrollment,    our  major  emphasis  must  be  on 
classroom  teaching,    but   wherever  possible,    we  shall   continue  to   encoiirage  worth- 
\«iiilo  research.

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SELECTIVE  SERVICE  EOR  FACUIiTY  MEMBERS 

The  following  excerpts   from  Emergency  Bulletin  No.   33  of  the  American 
Council  on  Education,    Selective  Service  released  on  August  23»    1946,    a  revised 
statement  of  policies  and  procedures  governing  the  occupational   classification 
of  registrants,    ages  19  throu^  29,    are  q^uoted  for  the  infonnation  of  our 
faculty  raemhers:

Registrants  employed  by  or  attached  to  the  staff  of  an  accredited  college 
or  University  for  research  in  the  physical   sciences  or  engineering  will  be 
certified  by  the  Office  of  Scientific  Research  bx^^i  Development  to   the 
Director  of  Selective  Service, 

'*No,   3,      Submit ,s ion  ^f  infoi-pation  in  certain  cages.      Any  registrant  v^o 
wishes  to  be  certified  under  the  provisions   of  paragraphs  1   and  2  above, 
must  present  to   the  Office  of  Scientific  Researci-.  and  Development,    1530 
P  Street,   N.   W» ,    Washington  25,   D,   C,    the  following  a.ocuments   in  triplicate: 

(a)  A  notarized  statement  of  his   intention:

PREPAID  TRANSPORTATION  CHARGES 

The  Business  Manager  reports  that  he  has  observed  that  shipments  of 
supplies  and  materials   chargeable  against  Student  Activity  Funds  and  Student 
Organization  Funds  usually  are  shipped  transportation  charges  collect.      In 
most  cases   this  results   in  the  transportation  charges  being  added  by  the 
transportation  agency  to  the  general  transportation  account  of  the  University. 
Since  such  charges  are  not  proper  charges  against  state  appropriations,    it   is 
necessary  for  the  Business  Office  to  ajialyzo  the  invoice  voucher  submitted 
to  us  by  transportation  agencies,    and  request  that   the  transportation  agency 
prepare  a  new  invoice  to  be  submitted  to   the   Fisc?il  Officer  of  the  activity 
fund  or  organization  fund  against  v^.ich  the   invoice   is  chargeable.     All  of 
this   results   in  additional  work  for  the  trani5i>ortat ion  agency,    the  Business 
Office,    and  the  Fiscal  Officers.     This  extra  work  on  the  part  of  all 
concerned  could  be  entirely  eliminated  if  the  Fiscal  Officers  would  simply 
request  that  deliveries  be  made  transportation  charges  prepaid  with  such 
charges  being  added  to   the  invoice.     This  would  make  possible  the  approval 
at   the  same  time  of  the  charges  for  both  merchandise  received  and  transportation 
charges  applicable  thereto*  .. 

Aside  from  the  saving  of  time   in  the  handling  of  invoices,    there  are  other 
distinct  advantages  of  purchasing  under  terras  f.o.b,    destination  v^iich  every 
Purchasing  Ae^ent  well  understands. 

Cooperation  on  the  part  of  all  Fiscal  Officers  of  student   activity  funds 
and  student  organization  funds   is  requested,    and  will  be  very  much  appreciated,

FEDERAL  ADMISSION  TAXES  ON  STUDENT  ACTIVITIES 

The  Business  Manager  reports  that  certain  activities  are  being  held  on  the 
campus  by  student  organizations  for  which  admission  charges  are  collected  with- 
out arrangements  being  made  with  the  Barsar  for  the  printing  of  tickets  and  the 
preparation  of  financial  statements  pertaining  thereto. 

The  Business  Manager  has  an  arrf>ngement  ^d.  th  the  Collector  of  Internal 
Revenue  whereby  Federal  admission  taxes  are  collected  by  the  Bursar  with  re- 
mittance being  made  to  the  Collector  of  Internal  Revenue  by  the  Business  Manager 
upon  the  preparation  of  consolidated  tax  returns.  This  arrangement  includes  all 
activities  sponsored  by  the  University  proper  as  well  as  all  student  organiza- 
tions which  maintain  accounts  v;ith  the  Business  Office,   Student  organizations 
V(^ich  sponsor  taxable  activities  and  which  do  not  have  an  account  in  the  Business 
Office  must  make  their  own  arrangement  for  the  collection  and  payment  of 
admission  taxes. 

Since  the  Business  Office  is  responsible  for  the  collection  and  remittance 
of  admission  taxes  for  all  activities  sponsored  by  the  University  and  activities 
sponsored  by  student  organizations  maintaining  accounts  in  the  Business  Office, 
it  will  be  necessary  for  the  student  fiscal  officers  of  such  organizations  to 
clear  fiscal  procedures  with  the  Bursar  for  all  taxable  activities.  The  faculty 
fiscal  officers  of  both  student  organization  funds  f-md  student  activity  funds  as 
well  as  the  personnel  deans  can  assist  greatly  in  avoiding  instances  of  un- 
intentional evasion  of  t.-gxes  by  relaying  this  information  to  students  charged 
with  the  fiscal  responsibility  for  tenable  activities.   Your  cooperation  will  be

A  clarification  of  the  publications  policy  of  the  University  seems   to  he 
in  order,     Faculty  members  and  students  who  propose  new  publications  to   go  out 
under  the  auspices  of  the  University,    or  any  of   its  agencies,    should  know  that 
there   is  a  "New  Publications   Committee",   under  the  Chairmanship  of  Miss  Winifred 
Burns,    ^i^ich  is  responsible  for  entertaining  proposals  for  new  publications  and 
making  recommendations  concerning  them  to   the  President,     The  Committee  also 
provides   editorial  assistance,    advice  on  format,    and  proofs- reading,    all  of  which 
insure  that  publicntions  representing  the  University  conform  to   its  standards 
of   style  and  format. 

On  the  mechanical   side,    the  Duplicating  Service.,    embodying  the  Mimeographing 
and  Davidson  Machine  Offices,    can  handle  certain  local  publications^     Others 
must  be  handled  through  appropriate  State   requisitions.

"If  past  experience  can  be  utilized  as  a  barometer  for  future  experience, 
the  University  will  receive  a  request  to  submit  December  payrolls  early  in 
order  that  warrants  may  be  issued  for  delivery  before  Christmas, 

"If  all  payrolls  are  to  be  sent  to  Springfield  early  in  December,  it 
will  be  necessary  for  the  Business  Office  to  complete  the  student  help 
payrolls  covering  November  services  for  forv/arding  to  Springfield  not  later 
than  December  3,  This  means  that  student  holp  ti-ne  sheets  covering  November 
services  must  be  submitted  to  the  Business  Office  ^st  as  soon  as  possible 
in  November,   Inasmuch  as  the  Thanksgiving  recess  begins  at  the  close  of 
business  on  Wednesday,  November  27,  it  is  entirely  possible  for  the  instruc- 
tional departments,  and  in  all  probability  many  of  the  administrative  offices, 
to  turn  in  student  help  time  sheets  not  later  than  noon,  November  26, 
covering  services  rendered  in  November.   Certainly  it  would  be  possible  to 
estimate  the  time  of  students  who  are  expected  to  be  employed  between 
November  26  and  the  close  of  the  month. 

"At  any  rate  the  Business  Office  is  setting  up  the  following  schedule 
for  the  preparation  of  payrolls  in  order  that  they  nay  be  forwarded  to 
Springfield  in  sufficient  tine  for  the  issuance  and  delivery  of  warrants 
before  Christmas:

CUTS  AND  ABSENCES  FROM  CLASS 

At  the  request  of  the  Student  Life  Deans,  the  following  statements 
of  University  policy  and  practices  are  included  for  the  information  of 
members  of  the  staff: 

(1)  Class  attendance 

(a)  There  is  no  specific  number  of  cuts  allowed  a  student  in  a 
given  class.  Attendance  at  all  class  sessions  is  expected 
but  for  the  present  insistence  on  attendance  is  subject  to 
the  discretion  of  the  individual  teacher.  If,  in  the  view 
of  the  teacher,  the  student  is  absenting  himself  so  often 
as  to  endanger  his  scholastic  standing  in  that  class,  the 
instructor  will  report  the  overcutting  to  the  Dean  of  Men 
or  the  Dean  of  Women. 

(b)  Furthermore,  when  a  student  is  absent  from  class  three 
consecutive  Vimes,  his  absence  must  be  immediately  reported. 
Such  notification  is  necessary  to  help  the  Deans  locate  and 
deal  with  students  about  whom  the  University  must  be 
concerned.

(c)  Department  Chairmen  -will  see  that  attendance  record  books 
are  kept.  Faculty  members  will  report  the  number  of 
absences  from  class  as  vrell  as  grades  on  all  interim  and 
final  reports . 

(2)  Excused  absences 

(a)  If  a  student  is  absent  from  class  because  of  illness,  he  is 
required  to  obtain  from  the  Health  Service  and  present  to 
his  teachers  a  roadraittance  permit. 

To  obtain  this  permit  from  the  Health  Service,  the 
student  or  his  householder  should  report  the  illness 
to  the  Health  Service  before  UrOO  p.m.  of  the  day  on 
T.'hich  the  illness  occurs. 

(b)  In  any  other  situation  justifying  an  excuse,  the  Dean  of 
Men  and  the  Dean  of  Y/omen  mil  issue,  for  the  guidance  of 
faculty  members,  an  "excuse  slip",  usually  vri.th  a  statement 
of  reasons  for  the  student's  absence  from  class. 

(3)  Absences  on  University  business 

A  faculty  member  who  lirishos  to  take  students  on  a  study  trip  or 
to  a  conference  should  first  clear  ijith  his  Academic  Dean,  and 
then  report  the  circumstances  of  the  trip  to  the  Dean  of  Men  and 
the  Dean  of  V/omcn.   If  the  trip  entails  the  absence  of  a  student 
from  cliisses  other  than  the  teacher's  ovm,  the  Dean  of  Men  and 
the  Dean  of  Tifomen  vrf.ll  prepare  a  form  v:hich  the  student  must 
carry  to  the  individual  instructors  to  gain  their  consent  for 
being  absent  from  classes.  This  should  be  done  before  the 
student  goes  on  the  trip  and  prior  to  his  gaining  final  approval 
for  the  trip.   It  is  advisable  for  a  faculty  member  taking 
students  in  his  car  or  chartering  a  bus  to  insist  (a)  that 
students  under  tv;enty-one  going  on  the  trip  have  from  parents 
permits  f:or  making  the  trip  and  (b)  that  such  permits  should 
state  that  neither  he  nor  the  University  is  responsible  for 
accidents.  These  permits  should  be  delivered  to  the  Dean  of  Men 
or  the  Dean  of  Women  before  the  trip  starts.  If  the  trip  is  in 
behalf  of  the  ivhole  University,  the  Dean  of  Men  and  Dean  of 
VIomcn  vri.ll  obtain  these  perinits. 

(h)   Reporting  students  doing  unsatisfactory  v/ork 

At  the  end  of  the  first  six  vreeks  of  each  term,  faculty  members 
are  to  report  to  the  Dean  of  Men  and  the  Dean  of  ?/omen  the  names 
of  all  students  doing  cither  "D"  or  "E"  quality  vrark,  together 
with  nuraber  of  absences.  "Green  cards"  used  for  this  purpose 
are  sent  out  from  the  offices  of  the  Dean  of  Men  and  the  Dean  of 
Women.  Faculty  members  should  arrange  any  necessary  examinations 
in  time  to  report  such  v.-ea-ker  students  promptly  at  the  end  of 
the  first  six  vrceks.

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FACULTY  ADVISEHS  MD   GENERAL  EDUCATION  HSqUlREMENTS 

The  Graduate  Appeals  Committee,  of  which  Dr,  Douglas  E.  Lawson  is 
Chairman,  has  requested  that  the  following  statement  "be  inserted: 

"Several  students  have  appeared  before  the  Graduation  Appeals  Committee 
and  have  asked  to  he  excused  from  general  education  requirements,  because 
they  were  either  advised  not  to  take  a  particular  requirement  or  had  not 
"been  advised  to  take  it.   In  the  future,  the  mere  fact  that  a  student  has 
been  misadvised  will  not  be  grounds  for  being  excused  from  any  general 
education  requirement.   The  requirements  as  stated  in  the  catalog  will  be 
adhered  to  unless  other  extenuating  factors  are  involved." 

This  policy  should  reduce  the  number  of  requests  for  approval  of 
deviation  from  the  requirements,  but  it  also  places  a  responsibility  upon 
faculty  advisers  to  see  that  students  take  the  required  subjects  as  stated 
in  the  catalog.

HEqUI SIT  IONS 

The  following  important  notice   to   all  members  of  the  staff  concerned 
with  requisitioning  equipment,    supplies,    and  services  has  been  submitted 
by  the  Business  Manager; 

"In  order  to   expedite  the   issuance  of  orders  for  delivery  the  Business 
Office  has  hitherto  followed  the  practice  of  using  the  unliquidated  portions 
of  certain  authorizations   to  purchase,    issued  by  the  State  Purchasing  Agent, 
to   cover  certain  emergency  purchases   for  vAiich  no   requisitions  had  been 
filed  and  to   cover   increases   in  actual  cost  over  estimated  cost  as  shown 
on  requisitions  so   long  as   such  authorizations  were  chargeable   against   the 
same  state  appropriation.      In  other  vrords,    the  unused  portion  of  an  authori- 
zation issued  for  one  commodity  was  used  to  purchase  another  commodity  or 
to   cover  an  increase  in  price  of  another  commodity  for  which  an  authorization 
of  an  insufficient  amount  had  been  issued. 

"We  have  now  received  definite   instructions   that  vouchers  will  be  passed 
for  payment  only  when  they  carry  authorizations   issued  for  the  specif i-c   items 
purchased.     This  means  that  we  shall  not  be   able  to   issue  an  order  for 
delivery  for  an  item  the  actual  cost  of  viiich  exceeds  the  estimated  cost 
until  a  supplemental  requisition  has  been  filed  and  a  supplementary  authori- 
zation  issued  for  the  specific   item  to   cover  the  difference  between  estimated 
cost  as  shown  on  the  requisition  and  actual  cost  at  the   time  of  purchase. 

"Since  the  requests  submitted  by  members  of  our  staff  for  supplies, 
equipment,    and  services  are  submitted  four  to   six  months   in  advance  of  actual 
purchase,    it  will  be  necessary  that  the  estimated  cost  listed  for   items 
requisitioned  be  generous  and  sufficient   to   cover  not  only  the  actual  cost 
at  the  time  the  requisition  is  submitted  but   also  possible   increases   in 
prices  during  the  four  or  five  months  following.      If  this   is  not  done,,   the

HETIPilivffiNT  SYSTEM 

Since  we  must  report  to   the  University  Retirement  System  each  year  the  names 
of  all  persons  who   seek  benefits  under   it,    the   attention  of  all  faculty  members 
is  called  to   the  follov/ing  statements  from  the  University  Retirement  Act: 

"Sec.   5.1     HETIREI>ffiNT  ANOTITIES:      (l)     Any  Participant  whose  employment  by 
all  Employers   is  terminated  on  or  after  the  attainment  of  age  55,    regardless  of 
cause,    shall  be  entitled  to  a  Retirement  Annuity  beginning  on  the  date  specified 
by  such  Participant,    in  a  written  application  therefor,   provided;  ..... 

(b)     The  Participant  has  attained  at  least  the  age  of  sixty  (60),    or  has 
attained  at  least  the  age  of  fifty-five    (55)    and  has  been  certified  by  both  the 
Employer  and  the   Board  as  being  entitled  to   a  Retirement  Annuity. 

(2)      Any  Participating  Employee  attaining  the  age  of  sixty-eight    (68)    shall 
be  retired  no  later  than  the  first  day  of  September   immediately  following  the 
attainment  of  such  age;   provided,    that  upoti  the  written  request  of  the  Employee 
and  upon  certification  of  the  Employer,    in  exceptional  cases  and  for  substantial 
cause,   such  retirement  shall  be  deferred  for  a  period  not   to  exceed  one   year  at 
any  one  time," 

AP-y  faculty  members  v^o  wish  to   take   advantage  of  the  provisions  \A^ich 
permit  retirement  before  the  mandatory  age  of  sixty-eight    (58)    should  immediately 
notify  Dr.    Charles  D,   Tenney,    Administrative  Assistant   to   the  President.
